“Since the beginning of war no 
neutral life has been lost as a result 
of British action. 
: “Though many neutral ships have 

been examined in British Ports and 
subsequently released none have been 
seized and no neutral property ex~ 
cept | contraband destined for the 
enemy has been condemned. 

“British policy is not to interfere 
with neutrals’ normal requirements 
of goods for their own consumption 
or legal non-contraband trade. 

“The Germans also profess to ex- 
ercise contraband control in accor- 
dance with the laws of war. In 
fact, because they have aot command 
of the sea and except in the Baltic, 
and other rare instances, are not in 
a position to bring neutral shippint 
for examination to German _ Ports,
